The 
firft thing to be afcertained is, whether the 
corrupt votes were or were fot material to 
the iffue ; for it, alter the fubfraétion of 
the bad votes, a competent majority of 
good voies ftill remain, then it 1s certain 
that the bad votes ought to obtain no con- 
fideration whatever, inaftmuch as it would 
be againft ail reafon as we!l as law that the 
bad votes ought ta have the eff-& to vitiate 
the goodones.

AN ACT CONCERNING LBIELS. 
Paffed 6th April, 1805. 

Whereas doubts exift whether on the 
trial of an indi€’ment or information for a 
libel the jury havea right to give their 
verdiét on the whole matter in iffue : 

I. Be wt therefore declared and enacted 
by the People of the State of New-York, 
reprefented in Senate and Aflembly, That 
on every fuch indiétment or information, 
the jury who fhall ury the fame, fhall have 
a right to determine the !aw and the faét un- 
der the dirc&tion of the court in like man- 
ner as in other criminal! cafes,-and {hall not 
be dire€ied or required by the court or 
judge before whom fuch indiétment ox in- 
formation fhall be tried, to find the defend. 
ant guilty merely on the proof of the publi- 
cation by the defendant of the matter charge 
ed to be libellous and of the fenfe aicribed 
thereto in fuch indi&meént or information : 
Providence neverthele/s, That nothing here. 
in contained {haji be held or taken to im. 
pair or deftroy the right and privilege of 
the defendant to apply to the courtto have 
the judgment arrefted as hath heretolore 
been pretiifed. 

Il .Anddeit further declared and enad- 
ed, That inevery profecution for writing 
or publifhing any libel, it fhall be lawtul 
for the defendant upon the trial of the caufe 
to give in evidence in his detence the truth 
of the matter contained in the pwblication 
charged as libellous: Provided always, 
That fuch evidence fhali not be a juftifica- 
tion, onlefs on the trial it fhall be further 
made fatisfattori!y to appear that the mat- 
ter charged as libellous was publifhed with 
zood motives and for juftifiable ends. 

lll. And be it further enadled, That any 
perfon or perfons who fhall after the pall- 
ing ofthis a& be conviéted of writing or 
pubtifhing alibel, fuch perfon or perfons 
fhall not be fentenced to an imprifonment 
exceeding the term of eighteen months or 
to pay a fine exceeding the fum of five 


thoufand dollars. 
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IV. And be it further enafled, “Bhat 
from and after the paffing of this att, it 
fhall not be lawfulto prefecute any perfon 
or perfons by information for writiag or 
publifhing any libel.

‘“ THE WINDING UP SCENE.” 

In the State Legiflature, as in the Con- 
grefs of the U. States, we have had an amu- 
fing ‘* winding up fcene.” On Wednef- 
day evening laft, juft at the clofe of a moft 
ftormy feffidn, in the courfe of a warm 
difcuflion, in the Senate, fome democratic 
compliments pafled, between Judges Tay- 
ler and Purdy, in which, we are informed, 
they gave each other the ie! Order, bow- 


ever, was reftored. The Senate foon after 


adjourned fine die; and the chaplain had 
clofed his valediétory prayer, when Tay- 


ler ftepped up to Purdy, and told him, 
that, as the Legiflature had adjourned, 
they flood in the charaéter of private citi- 
zens. High words enfued, and they be- 
flowed on each other, without ceremo- 
ny, the gentlemanly epithets of ‘ d----d 
liar,” and ** d—-—.d rafcal,”’ till at length 
Tayler aimed a blow at Purdy, which 
took him in the belly, but did but lice 
injury. Purdy feized a chair, with which 
he would unqueftionably have flruck his 
antagonift to the floor, had not the chap- 
Jain and fome of the members interpofed. 
Thus ended the affray—and thus ended 
the Seflion. 

For a circumftantial detail of the above 
tranfaétion, we refer the reader to the tol- 
lowing article from the Albany Centinc] 
of the 12th inft. 

The memorable fefion of the Legifla- 
ture clofed on Wednefday. We fhall lay 
before our readers a lift of the ats pafled, 
foon ; together with fuch other details of 
their proceedings, as we thal! deem inter- 
eliing tothe public. To-day we cen only 
offer tor general amufement the outlines of 
A Genuine Republican Fracas in the 

Senate. 

In the afternoon, a refolution was mov. 
ed by Mr. Savage, having tor its obje& a 
dereli€tion of any further proceedings up- 
on the information difelofed in Judge 
Peck’s affidavit againft Mr. S:ewart, of 
this city, refpe@ing his fuppofed offer of 
fhares tor votes in favor of the Merchants’ 
Bank. This was preceded by a recital, 
ftating in fubftance, that it did not appear 
from any evidence betore the Senate, that 
the converfations alluded to in that affidavit 
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were had with improper motives on the |’ 


part of Mr. Stewart. The refolution was 
oppofed by Judge Tayler, who urged that 
Mr. Stewart fhou!d be immediately brought 
before them, in order to have the bufinefs 
poftponed to the next feffion. This was 
obje&ed to on the ground that if the fa&ts 
charged, amounted to an offence, it was an 
offence againft the privileges of the mem- 
bers of the pre/ent Legiflature—not a fu- 
tureone. Much warm altercation enfned ; 


in the courfe of which Judge Purdy obferv- | 
ed, that if fuch charges amounted to bri- | 


bery, he had in his eye pe:fons who praétif- 


ed the fame thing when the S:ate Bank || 
was incorporated; Mr. T. wifhed to know | 


if he was one of thofe alluded to? Mr. P. 
replied that he was. Mr. T. 
charge was falfe, and if Mr. P. repeated 
it out of doors he fhould an{wer for it in a 
court of juftice. The genticmen were 
called to order. Soon after this a refolu- 
tion was received fromthe Affembly for 


concurrence, that the Legiflature immedi- | 


ately adjourn. 
being difpofed of by the previous queftion, 
which was carried unanimoufly—And the 
minutes of the day being read over and a- 
greed to, it was propofed that the feflion 
fhould clofe with prayer. 

From the moment the /mart had paffed 
between Mr. Tayler and Mr. Purdy, un- 
til this time, the former had continued to 
traverfe the floor of the Senate room al- 
moft inceffantly, as one who felt forely dif- 
comfied, or

lains, who attended for that purpofe, now 
addreifed the throne of grace in an appro- 
priate aud very excellent prayer.

CRAFTING FRUIT TREES. 


iaké thofe’ trees whofe flalks 
do not exceed an inch and half in diameter, 
faw them off near the ground, and after 
preparing the flalk by paring off the 
rough furlace, uccafioned by the faw, and 
by fplitting and clearing away the flivers 
(it there be any) fet your cions ; then raife 
a hill of clear earth, fufficient to ¢over 
well the ftump, and to be of two or three 
inches deep, around the cions ; and noth- 
ing farther is neceflary, except placing 
ftakes around them, to prevent their injury 
from cattle. This method of grafting is 
attended with the following advantages. 


1. Any lad of common ingenuity, who 
has learnt to make a pen, with a little fhow- 
ing can perform it. 

2. The cions inferted in this way, wil! 
feldom fail of living. 

3. Their growth will be very rapid. 
They have been known to grow tothe 
height of four or five feet the firft feafon, 
where the foil is good.
